privileged  to  view  the  exhibition,  and 
then  to  participate  in  painting 
workshops.  Although  the  students  did, 
of  course,  not  have  the  same 
opportunities  that  Lawren  Harris 
wrote  about,  just  seeing  the  paintings 
was  inspiring. 

The  stylized  landscapes  of  the 
exhibition  serve  as  a  springboard  for  the 
principles  of  composition  and  the  choice 
of  colours  needed  to  create  a  landscape. 

After  being  given  extensive 
background  on  The  Group  of  Seven, 
the  boys  were  asked  to  choose  one 
painting  that  they  wished  to  sketch. 

They  were  given  approximately 
twenty  minutes  to  complete  their 


sketches  in  the  gallery.  The  students 
were  then  given  the  opportunity  to 
transform  their  sketches  into  paintings. 
The  idea  was  not  to  create  an  exact 
copy  of  what  they  had  seen,  but  to 
personalize  a  work  of  art. 

It  was  extremely  interesting  to  see, 
first,  the  wide  disparity  of  painting 
choices,  and  then  to  see  the  different 
approaches  to  the  paintings.  The 
students  were  unable  to  complete  their 
works  at  the  Museum  and  are  working 
on  them  in  class.  I  am  eagerly 
anticipating  the  day  I  can  hang  these 
true  works  of  art  in  the  halls  of  Selwyn 
House.

The  debating  programme  at  Selwyn 
House  School  has  developed  into  two 
complementary  programmes  at  the 
middle  school  and  high  schools.

In  debating  class,  we  learn 
the  basics  of  parliamentary  and 
academic  debating  and  practice  our 
skills  with  weekly  in-class  debates.  For 
those  interested,  there  are  extra- 
curricular meetings  during  which  we 
prepare  for  tournaments. 

Selwyn  House  will  have  the  pleasure 
of  attending  numerous  debating 
tournaments  this  year,  giving  us  the 
opportunity  to  "strut  our  stuff"  at  a 
number  of  venues  both  in  and  around 
Montreal.  Our  most  recent  excursion 
was  to  the  McGill  High  School 
Debating  Tournament  that  was  held  at 
McGill  University  on  the  weekend  of 
November  8.  The  McGill  tournament 
is  the  largest  and  oldest  high  school 
debating  tournament  in  North 
America  and,  if  our  results  there  are 
any  indication,  Selwyn  House  should 
be  very  competitive  on  the  debating 


circuit  this  year.  The  Selwyn  House
